Cats To Leave On Tour Sunday

The University basketball 
team embarks on its Mediter- 
ranean tour this Sunday. 

At least, that’s what’s sui>- 
posed to happen. 

"We ll leave Sunday if they 
get us some planes," said Cliff 
Berger earlier this week. 

"They're still optimistic in 
Washington that this thing will 
get cleared up in time for us 
to go," said assistant coach 
Harry Lancaster. "But then, 
everythin? you talk to someone 
up there, its a different person. 

Should the Wildcats get off, 
they will have in front of them 
a 31-game schedule in Jordan, 
Iran and Israel. 

The high point of the trip 
will be the 1st annual Interna- 
tional University Basketball 
Tournament in Tel Aviv, Israel, 
from August 3-13. Also the team 
will visit Rome, Italy, and 
Athens, Greece, on sightseeing 
tours. 

The 13-man University dele- 
gation includes coaches Adolph 
Hupp, Lancaster and athletic di- 
rector Bernie Shively plus a 
10-man team. 

The team members are: Pat 



Riley, Larry Conley, Louie Dam- 
pier. Thad Jaracz, Cary Gamble, 
Berger, Bob Tallent, Jim Le- 
Master, Tommy Porter, and Gene 
Stewart. 

On this trip, the Wildcats will 
be subject to numerous rule 
changes since they will be play- 
ing under international rules. 

Some of the major differences 
are: 

There will be no front or back 
courts. The 10-second rule for 
bringing the hall into front court 
will not be in effect as in the 
States. 

The 30- second rule. The team 
that has possession ot the ball 
must attempt a shot within 30 
seconds oi gaining possession or 
lose the ball to the defense. 

Free Throws. In international 
play, there are no three-point 
plays. If a person is fouled in 
the act oi shooting and his shot 
goes in, he gets credit for the 
field goal and the person guilty 
of the foul is credited with a 
personal. If the shot is missed, 
the shooter gets two free throws. 
Also, no tree throw s are awarded 
except in the case ot fouls in 
the act of shooting. Otherwise, 
the ball is given out-of-bounds 



to the other team. The guilty 
player still retains the foul and 
five fouls puts one out ot the 
game. 

The clock. The clock is 
stopped on all whistles of the 
last five minutes of the half. 
(The teams will still play two- 
20 minute halves) All fouls com- 
mitted in the last five minutes 
carrv two free throws. Also, the 
free throw lane is 19 1 j feet wide, 
3's feet wider than in the United 
States.

Miss Sara Holro>d of the De- 
partment of Music facult) ina) lie 
reinstated with tenure, pending 
official action b> the Board ot 
Trustees at its mouthlv meeting 
Frida) . 

Miss Holro)d said yesterda) 
she had been asked bv Dr. Hubert 
Henderson, director of the Music 
Department , to sign some papers 
concerning her reinstatement. Dr. 
Henderson confirmed that he had 
contacted Miss Holro>d. but 
would not give details concerning 
a letter he received authorizing 
him to take such steps. 

In April of last semester. Miss 
Holroyd was the subject of con- 
troversy between the administra- 
tion and the students and faculty 
of the Department of Music, 
when it was learned that she 
would not be employed by tbc 
University this fall. 

She had been recommended 
unanimousl) for reemployment 
by the music facult) . 

Associate professor of music. 
Dr. Donald Lev protested her 
dismissal in a letter to the Kernel, 
as did other facult) andstudeuts 
of the Music Department. Music 
students held mass meetings in 
her behalf. 

Dean of the College of Arts 
and Sciences, Paul Nagel said 
no official announcement could 
be made until action bv the 
Board, but had said in April 
that the decision to dismiss Miss 
Holrovd was a “presidential de- 
cision.” 

Vice president A.D. Albright 
could not be reached for com- 
ment. 

Though no official statement 
could be made, rumor has it 
that her dismissal earlier in the 
year was the result of "red tape 
connected with reinstatement 
and that the recommendation 
of the music facult) had not 
reached the proper channels be- 
fore the dismissal decision was 
made.

For a while we were almost 
convinced that at last (at long 
last) the Student (-enter Music 
Hootn would l>c restored to the 
students. But minutes alter the 
Centennial oil ice announced to the 
Student (-enter oltiee that the 
Music Boom would he vacated 
Monday . rumblings w ere heard that 
('entennial Coordinator J. . Pat- 
terson ma> not make it— again 
(something about being l>us\ "ith 
a speech institutute). 

Deceiving though they he, ap- 
pearances had indicated lora while 
that Mr. Patterson was. indeed, 
doing what lie has said he was 
doing tor the past six months — 
moving the Centennial oltiee out 
of the Music Hoorn. Numerous le- 
quests have been made during the 
course of those si\ months that 
just such a movement be made, 
but to no avail. 

When the Music Hoorn was 
made available to Centennial Cen- 
tral, it was understood that since 
the Centennial yeai officially ended 
January 1. 1966. the room would be 
vacated then. An extension was re- 
quested In Mr. Patterson until 
February 1. The Student Center 
Hoard granted the request. As the 
deadline neared again, Mr. Patter- 




son again decided that lie could not 
complete his business on time i plan- 
ning had to be completed and car- 
ried out for the February 22 con- 
vocation). An extension until 
March 1 was requested. The Stu- 
dent Center Hoard, though anxious 
to return the room to the use ot the 
student, again granted the request. 

March 1 neared. And Mr. Pat- 
terson announced that due to tin- 
foreseen volumes of correspondence 
the clearing-lip that must be done, 
he could not possibly vacate the 
room before May 1. The Student 
('enter Board, becoming increas- 
ingly disinterested in providing 
permanent headquarters for ( !eii- 
tennial Central and ('entennial Co- 
ordinator. reluctantly granted the 
request, plus an extra month. < Since 
what could be done vv ith the Music 
Hoorn anyway during tinal week?) 

June 1 came — and went. The 
Student Center Hoard w as no longer 
in authority over the- Student Cen- 
ter. so a grant was obtained from 
the building authorities lor the 
Centennial office to remain in the 
Music Hoorn until August 1. 

Hopes rose momentarily , though, 
as the announcement was made that 
the office would be vacated by Mon- 
day, but our skepticism has gotten 
the better of us (explainable so) 
as the rumblings continue. 

The Student Center should be 
just as it s name implies — a center 
for students. The Music Hoorn in 
the Student ('enter was intended 
for use by students— for both 
pleasure and study. It was not 
intended, by any stretch ot tact, 
for use by a private concern. 

We hope (never give up) that 
the room will be vacated Monday. 
It will take time to restore it suf- 
ficiently to its original purpose.

On a recent weekend evening 
fiv e police units v isited this parking 
lot w ithin 43 minutes. Two from the 
Lexington Police department, one 
from the Fay ette County police de- 
partment, and one from the Univer- 
sity police department. 

Campus police have patrolled 
the lot in the past by driving 
through periodically , even warning 
students v ia their automobile loud 
speaker that the woman’s curfew 
hour was nearing. They still follow 
this procedure. 



Hut the c ity and county police 
have added an entirely new dimen- 
sion t > patrolling the Sports Center 
which includes turning off head- 
lights as t hey enter the lot, shinning 
flashlights into the interior ot ears, 
and demanding the young lady’s 
age and II) card. 

Inquiries of both Lexington 
Chief of Police Hale and Fayette 
County Police Chief Senn indicated 
that they knew nothing of such 
tactics.

(Editor’s Note: Clcnnic Holton is the 
editor and publisher of a monthly nevvs- 
paper. The Poreinan’s Journal, inWilliha, 
Kentucky, route 2, which is near Bcutty- 
v i lie. The follow ini' story is a blend of 
quotes from the July , 1966 issue and com- 
ments Clcnnic nuule to a Kernel reporter.) 

“Lift up thine eyes unto Washington 
from whence coineth thy help. Let the 
commodity |>okc runneth over. 

fins is the motto ot ('Iconic Hollon, 
outspoken editor ot the Foreman s Journal 
ol Porcdoin. Clcnnic completed 103 hours 
tow. ud a biology degree at Eastern l ui- 
vcisity and started the Journal as a lull- 
time hobby five years ago. 

The Foreman s Journal now has a 
monthly circulation ol 1.023 and is read. 
Clcnnic says, “by learnt ones only (i.e. 
only those who subscribe to it.) 

‘ The Journal is now read in 12 states 
and Yet and Nam. As lai as the Journal 
knows, the states ol Maine, New Mexico. 
Washington, Ycnnoiit. Idaho. Nevada, 
Noith Dakota, and South Dakota ain t as 
learnt as they should be. Clcnnic says. 

“(>t course we have got to admit that 
the Journal don t know every thing either. 
There’s learnt ones in these states. ’I hey 
1 1 1 s t am t Ini n lound yit. I In' Poverty 
Workcis will 1 1 1 id them. Civc them time. 

Clcnnic uses the Journal as a personal 
gii|H sheet. He has something to say about 
cv ci y t lung. 

Clcnnic speaks with pride ol being burn 
in “the second poorest county in the 
United States, hut even that dubious 
honor is not cracked up to what it's 
supposed to he. But us pore of Porcdoin 
have changed. 

‘ Wc have jumixd in to help light 



this war on poverty and to be good 
soldiers we must show all suniptoms ol 
Poverty Strickens. The more pore we look 
and act, the more Creat Society money 
pours into our country to be salaried out. 
Us pore arc going to quit acting pore il 
more o I that Porcdoin bound money don t 
end up in our own hands. 

“We retired and led up on this advice 
and still! writ in papers ol how vve arc 
being hcl|X‘d. Most ol us real pore ain t 
got nothing yit except a Food Stamp and 
a promise ot a brand new Out House ot 
complete modernization. The real help 
might come someday. Wc are waiting. 
We sort of suspicion them kiwansi Club 
fellers a gittin most the benefits from 
the Programs.’ 

Clcnnic is even more vehement against 
the effects government aid will have on 
the children of “ Porcdoin. ” He refuses to 
let his hoy out ol the house before 9 a. in. 
for fear one of “them government buses” 
will snatch him up. 

“It won t he long until the small 
yotmgmis will have more faith in their 
government than in their puppy s and 
mammy s. The y oungiuis can eat ice cream, 
sleep on little clean cots, llusli real toilets, 
play with new toys, tear up real turniture, 
tight new neighbors, and break rules ol 
toiletry when training in the Project Hope 
Day Care schools . . . and soon home w ill 
mean nothing to them. 

“Their (neat Father will reside in a 
big White Mouse and lie will visit with 
them occasionally or sent out Ins mission- 
aries.” 

Clcnnic Hollon is outspoken about 
othci governmental policies, and pio- 
giams, particularly those which he tccls 
step on the toes ot the “pole people. 



“The Draft,” he says, “ain’t plumb 
honcst-to-goodness lair il il allows “in- 
tellectualed” college men to stay home 
while the “rest of us pore and under- 
privileged . . . must serve their country in 
a more patriotic way .” 

“The great men of the world have been 
the average ones in schools-uud colleges. 
But now vve give tests to pick these ones 
out to become targets in a war that they 
absolutely are unable to pin point the 
reasons tor this war. 

“Most of them will believe it is a 
political war devised to up economy and 
ward off a depression that could cut down 
taxes and cut out Hand Outs, when the 
super-intelligent ones knows it is to pre- 
vein the spread ol certain types ot jungle 
communists. 

“It ain’t fair to tell a college student 
that he will hav e to tight in the war unless 
lie makes above a ’(’’. It the war is being 
fought for sound reasons; then the A sand 
the B’s and the (Ts and all the rest should 
be dratted to serve as their time comes up. 

“There should be no exemptions be- 
cause ot race, creed, color, or Irook worm- 
ing. 



“There is signs ot taintness to the 
Draft Laws. Maybe it has always been 
there but it is becoming more noticable 
as the vv ar escalates. 

President Johnson gets his share ol 
homespun ridicule from editor and pub- 
lisher Hollon, too. 

“It come right over my radio that 
Johnson were the best president vve have 
had since Washington. Somebody must 
have polled Lady Bird. Nobody didn’t 
ask none of us right here in Porcdoin that 
vve know of. Of course vve would have 
gone right along with the crowd because 
vve know who gives us our Food Stamps. 

(Hcnnic Hollon oilers no solutions to 
the programs lie derides. In our telephone 
interview he said “the problems have gone 
beyond a solution.’ But he refuses to ac- 
cept meekly what he feels will end in a 
socialistic state “unless vve stop this 
grabbing. 

The Foreman s Journal is an entertain- 
ing, biased, certainly thought-provoking 
commentary. On its masthead it boldly 
states “Eat, Drink, and be Merry. 
Tomorrow you may be approved.’
